forces after October I.

made the initial landing of Amer­ 
ican troops in France in the first 
world war, United States force* 
seized the vital road junction of 
Troina in Sicily today after over­ 
whelming the heaviest resistance 
yet encountered on the island. 
The Axis line defending the Mes­ 
sina triangle was reduced to a 45- 
mile front and enemy prisoner* 
mounted 
to the 
122,000 
mark 
when the First infantry division 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Terry 
Allen swept into the stronghold 
and blasted open a direct route to 
the main Axis fortifications north 
of Mt. Etna. 
Coincident with occupation of 
the Italian island of Ustica, 40 
mites northwest of Palermo, tho 
capture of Troina marked one of 
the greatest Allied successes since 
the Sicilian campaign began.

single undisputed inch of their 
mountain garrison at Troina, tho 
Germans backed out under a ter­ 
rific artillery barrage of their owtl 
They left extensive minefields and 
carried out widespread demolitions 
in an effort to impede the Yank 
pursuit. 
American artillery and air at­ 
tack was so terrific, however, that 
the latter stage of the Nazi with­ 
drawal was marked by confusion. 
There was a distinct possibility 
the American Seventh army might 
succeed in driving a wedge be­ 
tween the Fifteenth panzer and 
the Hermann Goering divisions, 
the chief German units defending 
the Etna line. 
In tracing the new advances and 
showing that since July 20 tho 
Axis line has been reduced from 
HO mites to 45 mites in length, a 
spokesman said: 
"Capture of Troina means that 
the greater German line is now 
definitely disjointed." 
Heavy Bombardment 
The American assault into Tro­ 
ina followed on the heels of tho 
most intensive artillery bombard­ 
ment suffered by any town in Sic­ 
ily It shattered the German posi­ 
tions there, dealt out heavy casual­ 
ties and cut such gaping holes in 
their line that withdrawal wa# 
necessary. 
United States troop* entering 
the town found the population in­ 
dignant — not against them but 
against the Nazis for electing to 
make a major stand in Troina and 
then blasting the place to bits be­ 
fore retreating. 
Simultaneously with capture of 
Troina, the British Eighth army 
moved steadily northward from 
Catania. The British were ham­ 
pered by demolitions and mine- 
fields and the same applied to 
American troops advancing east- 
I w’ard along the north coast, where 
the Germans blew up nine bridges 
on the coastal road along a 12- 
mile stretch.

Hods Victorious 
The fate of a German army esti­ 
mated at a quarter of a mUlion 
men hung in the balance today as 
victorious Russian forces swept 
westward from recaptured Orel to­ 
ward the key railroad town 
of 
Bryansk on tee central front 
Battlefront dispatches said the 
Germans were In full flight and 
that the Soviets had staved in tee 
flank of the shrinking escape cor­ 
ridor west of Orel. The possibility 
was seen that the bulk of the Nazi 
forces in this ares may be com­ 
pletely encircled and chopped to 
pieces. Just as the German Sixth 
Army wa* crushed at Stalingrad. 
The entire German defense along 
the southern and central front ap­ 
peared to be crumbling a* a result 
of tee Russians* smashing victor­ 
ies at Orel and B-lgorod.

R*d army troops ad­ 
vanced along a 43-mile front in a 
drive aimed at Kharkov, industrial 
city of the Ukraine, which has

war began. One 
Soviet force battered its way Into 
Zolochev, 30 miles to the north­ 
west, outflanking Kharkov and 
cutting the railway to Bryansk.

WHALE STEAK: It's 


By ANDREW R. BOONE 
Central Press Correspondent 
HUMBOLDT, Cal. — Succulent 
whale steaks—no ration points re­ 
quired — grace many tables in 
Northern California these days. 
Properly prepared, they taste 
almost as much like steer beef as 
steer beef itself, with little trace 
of the fishy taste expected from a 
product of the sea. 
Steaks, from 15 to 20 tons per 
whale, are not the only product de­ 
rived from these mammals. 
With foreign supplies of whale 
oil cut off by the war. Uncle Sam 
depends for this vital product 
upon a lone converted 100-foot tug, 
the Gleaner, plying out of this 
harbor. 
Mounting a muzzle-loading bow 
gun capable of throwing a 135- 
pound 
harpoon IOO feet in a 
straight line, the Gleaner searches 
the Pacific ocean off the northern 
California coast for humpbacks, 
finbacks, sperms and sulphurbot- 
toms. Those caught are processed 
at the only whaling station in the 
United States, at Fields Landing 
on Humboldt bay. 
Veteran Whaler 
Frank Khristiansen, a hard-bit­ 
ten Norwegian who has been gun­ 
ning for whales from the Arctic to 
Antarctic since 1908, is the sharp­ 
shooter who adds to the nation’s 
stock of the vital oil. 
When his harpoons, exploding 


The sulphurbottom, known in th* 
Atlantic a* the blue whale, is tee 
world’s largest animal. Some reach 
a weight of 150 tons, four times 
larger than the biggest prehistoric 
monster and equal to 37 elephants. 
Khristiansen has captured a fevy 
sulphurbottoms, but usually finds 
finbacks and humpbacks. 
Stalking Big Fellows 
Khristianaen’s method of stalk­ 
ing and killing has not varied since 
he first put out from Oslo, Nor­ 
way, 35 years ago. He fires a muz­ 
zle-loading gun, protected against 
fly-backs by a thin steel shield. 
Usually he makes the kill at a 
single shot, but sometimes must 
get in two before bringing a whale* 
to shipside. 
Once a whale succumbs to the 
explosive charge, deck hands lash 
th* tail securely to the side of the 
Gleaner.

Observing international agree­ 
ments, the company operating the 
ship has the carcass processed be­ 
fore the sun sets on the following 
day.

It is 
the greatest heart damager (ex­ 
cept old age) there is. 
After a child has had the fever 
and it has subsided and all the 
swollen jointa have calmed down. 
I think the child should have at 
least three months in bed, and 
three to six months of limited ac­ 
tivity. After that do not try to 
limit activity. If activity is really 
hurting a person’s heart he will 
know by two symptoms—pain and 
shortness of breath.

.WHEN THE Israelites went out 
of Egypt, they gathered together 
at Succoth, in the northwest of 
Egvpt and there Moses told the 
pc-pie whst God expected of them 
in return for Hts deliverance of 
them For seven days they should 
ea’ no leavened bread, and every 
year at that time the first born 
of man and beast should be dedi- 
ca’ed to the Lord 
Mo«es had arranged the setting 
forth from Egypt at dawn so that 
all the company, from the various 
places where the Israelites had 
settled, could come together lf 
th*'/ had not departed thua the 
•ptiana themselves would have 
driven them out. for none felt safe 
with the Israelites in their midst 
after the dreadful plagues. Thua 
ail were gathered together to hear 
Mr*?»’8 proclaim the word of God 
to them 
The Lord did not lead His peo­ 
ple out of Egypt through the land 
of the Philistines, which was near, 
bemuse the Philistines were at 
war. and He feared they might re­ 
sent when they paw war and re- 
,um to Egypt So He led them 
brough the wilderness of the Red 
sea 
Take Joseph's Bones 
Do you remember that when 
Joseph died in Egypt he made 
those gathered about his bed to 
take oath that they would gather 
up his bones and take them with 
them when they left E gypt’ So 
Mopes took Josephs bones with 
them. and the procession wended 
Its way toward the Red sea. "And 
the Lord went before them by day 
in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar 
of fire, to give them light; to go 
by day and night." 
God commanded M^ees to take 
the children of Israel to encamp 
by the sea. "for Pharaoh will say 
of the children of Israel, they are 
entangled In the land, the wilder­ 
ness hath shut them in." 
Now when it was told the king 
of Egypt that the Israelite* had 
her! 
he and his servant* were 
sorry that they had consented to 
their exodus, for they mulled th* 
services they had given them.

carry us out of E gypt’ " 
But 
Moses 
answered 
them, 
"Fear not, atand still, and see the 
salvation of the Lord, which He 
will shew to you today; for the 
Egyptians whom ye have seen to­ 
day. ye shall see no more forever." 
Moses commanded the Israelites 
to form a column, facing a cer­ 
tain portion of the shore; to load 
their bents, bring their cattle to­ 
gether and have everything in 
readiness for a start. Moses atood 
at the head of the column with 
his rod 
in 
hi* hand, and he 
stretched out hi* hand over the 
sea 
At once a strong east or 
northeast wind blew and drove 
the upper water of the shallow 
bay toward the west or south, and 
the lower water in the opposite 
direction ao the bed of the sea 
was laid bare and the Israelites 
walked over In safety. 
T h e E g y p t i a n * doubtless 
thought they could do the same, 
and went in after them, their 
chariots, horsemen—all the vast 
army. The angel of the Lord 
"troubled the Egyptians," took off 
their chariot wheels so that they 
drove heavily through the sand, 
and the Egyptians became fright­ 
ened and said. "Let u* flee from 
the face of Israel; for the Lord 
flghteth for them agamat the 
Egyptian!."

Apple Varieties for the Victory Garden

EF YOUR enthusiasm for Vic­ 
tory gardening is such th at you 
contemplate setting out a few 
apple trees this fall or next 
spring, give lots of thought to 
and obtain all the local advice you 
V.SJ1 regarding a proper selection 
of varieties. 
Since the culture of apple trees 
in a Victory garden is a rather 
long time venture, the proper se­ 
lection of varieties is perhaps the 
i oat im portant factor in the suc­ 
cess of your home orchard. 
So far as possible, home grow­ 
ers should choose varieties which 
require a minimum of spraying. 
Varieties which ripen during the 
'urnmer or early fall generally 
Wequire less spraying than late 
winter varieties and therefore are 
perliaps more serviceable for the 
Victory orchard.

It comes Into production at an 
early age, and averages approxi­ 
mately only 65 days from full 
bloom to first picking, usually 
ripening about the middle of July 
This variety call also be grown 
with fewer applications of spray 
material than most varieties 
The accompanying G a r d e n - 
Graph charts the average number 
of days from full bloom to first 
picking of a number of recom­ 
mended varieties. Study of this 
chart will enable one to select va­ 
rieties which will come into bear­ 
ing at early, medium and late 
periods. 
Where winter varieties are de­ 
sired, the following are suggested, 
altJbough, of course, throughout 
th* country there are sectional 
preferences: McIntosh, G r i m e s 
Golden, Jonathan, Red Delicious 
and Golden Delicious, Rome Beau­ 
ty and the Staymaa.
